delayed. He also said that India 
would naturally consult with other 
Powers on this matter but he made 
it clear that consultation did not 
mean that India was tying herself 
up with anyone in the matter of 
taking a decision 

Pandit Nehru's utterances are 
taken here to mean that the 
india decision to recognise the 
new regime might come a little 
earlier than Britain and the other 
Commonwealth Powers, possibly 
early in January. 

The Indian Ambassador in 
Nanking is now in Delhi-.and the 
Indian Government might “well 
take a decision after hearing his 
reports. 

Nehru’‘s Views 

Pandit Nehru is known to hold 
the view that it would be wrong 
to think of the Mao Tse-tung re- 
gime in China as “stooge of Rus- 
sia” or being subservient to Mos- 
cow. It was true that Mao Tse- 
tung and his regime are 100 per 
cent Communist in ideology, but 
taking into account the history 
and the tradition of the Chinese 
nation, apart from its sheer 
numbers, and also studying the 
growth of Communism in that 
country, i it would be a mistake to 
think $ China could not and 
would mt follow an independent 
fational policy, whatever the 
ideology on which it would be 
built up. 

Pandit Nehru in his Condon 
conferences stressed the point 
that the Chinese people have 2 

strong Individuality which re- 
fused to submerge under any 
outside Influence. It would be 
unrealistic to'consicer the ques- 
tion except on the basis of the 
Chinese nation being. a real 
factor in any future develop- 
ment. 

Mr. Bevin did not deny yester- 
day that the recent conference of 
British representatives in the Far 
East had recommended a policy of 
early recognition, but he “could 
not guess me speed with which 
everybody will move.” 

According to a reliable source, 
at Tuesday’s conference of Com- 
monowealth representatives, the 
India view was in favour of an 
early recognition, “the sooner the 
better”.

It is argued, therefore, by poll- 
tical observers that recognition 
‘when it comes will come more or 
less about the same time. 

From most of the Powers it is 
generally accep ed that early in 
1950 is the date beyond which re-_ 
cognition cannot be long post- 
poned.—Reuter.
